D raft Shield for Carburetor 


On many automobiles the carbu­ 
retor is situated rather low on the sale 
of the motor, right in the path of the 
air draft, which, during cold weather, 
cool* the carburetor and prevent* it 
from working properly. This trouble 
can be eliminated by providing a 
sheet-metal shield, large enough to 
close the space befweeu the engine 
and the hood, and extending at least 
to the ton of the motor. 
It is fas­ 
tened under a manifold clamp, and its 
edge? are rpUcd or bent over to pre­ 
vent cutting the band*.
